Farm  Security  Ad:ninistrati ons  and 
State  Vocational  Aq;ri  cultural  Education  Departnonts,     The  states 
represo'i.ted  vrero  Jir'^-Ansas,  Louisiana,  Ohlahoina  end  Texas o 

The  f ollo'/'inr,  statement  and  recor::-nondations  rrere  unanimou.sly  apcroved  end 
adopted  by  the  entire  ccnferonco  group. 

S?.-vTE;;.IEI'!T ;     The  members  of  this  conference  bolijve  that  as  a  part 
of  t?r3  prosra'^.  to  stabilize  the  economy  of  th  3  nation,  it  is 
n-jcessarv  to  ha"''.3  nrico  coilinr:s  a?-!d  to  curb  inflaticr.     B vl i-jvin^c 
in  these  principles,  and  realizinfr  the  dif '"icvlt  i?:;s  OPA  is  fac-jd 
nith  in  carryin/^;  out  its'  prico  control  prc^rams  and  bolio^'-ins:  th'-i-.t 
th-jy  are  making  a  sincere  effort  to  staL'.-l:izo  "ricos,  ■'."■3  dasire  to 
cooperate  I'dth  the  OPA.  in  ostablishinri;  ■'.'ror lea blvi  pric:>  coi  lings  and 
to  cooperate  vrith  the  FDA  in  its  food  order,   insnocti  on  and  grading 
•urograms  on  poultry  and  eggSo 

To  accomplish  the  obijctives  containod  in  the  above  statoment,  vo 
recommend: 

1.  That  OPA  maintain  closer  i^O'lati  onship  v-ith  state  agricultural 
agencies  and  organizations  in  determining  -irice  policies  and 
regulations. 

2.  That  OPA  simplify  and  rive  more  uniform  interpretations  of 
its  regulations. 

3.  Inasmuch  as  the  ratio  of  the  price  of  food  to  the  price  of 
poultry  is  out  of  balance  and  so  unfavorable  at  the  present 
tine  that  ths  incentive  to  produce  is  b.ing  d^^stroyod  and 
production  is  beinc  retarded,  i.vj  rjcorrnond  that  food  prices 
be  controlled  and  a  sup  ort  pric  '^  for  eggs  and  poultry  bo 
established  that  Till  guaranto.)  th;  producer  an  adequate  margin 
of  yrofit  above  the  cost  of  production, 

4.  Inasmv.ch  as  there  is  a  shorta.^e  nf  orctoin  cone  intrat  vs  and 
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nupploHion^s  ond  raill  fjods  at  country  Doi.nts,   and  inasmuch  as 
this  shorta^o  yfill  r  jbard  thu  n:;odjd  production  of  poultry  and 
ogfTs,  wo  rjcomond  thfit  the  causos  of  f^ir.  shorta^o  ho  d.:tjrrr;inod 
and  ctoDs  bo  takon  to  noko  thoso  foods  available-  to  produc.vrso 

5.  Most  of  the  ogtr.s  and  poultry  in  this  rogion  ixrc  marketod 
throuq;h  local  handlers  and  assemblors  "•■ho  do  not  qualify  as 
vj-holcsalors  in  the  OPA  r^-if^ulat ions .     This  r  r.sults  in  tho  ir 
iriarfrins  byinp,  doductad  from  tho  prico  paid  the  farmers.  Tho 
OPA  ro.p;ulations  should  bo  amended  to  include  those  nococsary 
handlers  and  assemblors  betivoon  tho  ■'/^holjsalors  and  producers 
in  such  a  manner  that  tho  cost  of  their  service  will  not  bo 
deducted  from  the  producers  rocolving  price. 

6.  Inasm.uch  as  the  present  policies  and  practices  of  OPA  ^ormiting 
each  handler  of  poultry  and  egc^s  to  determine  tho  grades  on 
which  his  poultry  and  eggs  are  bought  and  sold  under  existing 
price  regulations  is  creating  upgrading  and  cbher  undesirable 
practices,  and  threatens  to  doGtroy  existing  Federal  and  State 
poultry  and  egg  grading  'jro?;ratr;.s  and  to  nullify  the  objectives 
of  the  OPii  price  ceilings,  vro  recommend  that  Oi-A  a-m;nd  Its 
regulatiens  to  require  all  eoultry  and  eg^s  b.;  designated 

and  sold  as  "ungraded"  or  "assorted",   jxc  ;pt  tl-at  poultry 
and  those  eggs  v/'-ioh  are  gr^.dod  by  an  official  licensed 
Government  grad  •;r  end  a  certificate  of  insv.  e'otj.cn  issued 
designating  the  pcrr-de  on  vihich  th^j  poultry  -nd  eg.f^s  are  being 
sold  under  present  price  regulations. 

7.  Inasm.uch  as  the  U,  S.  Grade  iiA  for  eg^s  is  imnracti cal ,  y^to 
recommend  th disccn'oinuanc'j  of  this  crad3,  and  that  S, 
Grad 3  A  bo  used  as  th-,;  toy)  grade  v-ith  an  increase  in  the  price 
ceiling  of  one  cent  ••v.-r  dozen  on  this  grade. 

8.  Inasmuch  as  at  the  nresont  tine  moj:b  agricultural  agenciis 
and  the  Q?A  are  presenting  separato  oduca.tional  progroms,  it 
is  recommened  t^^at  a    better  coor'.i ina tion  of  jducational  pro- 
gr;:xms  and  ■  material  and  a  centralization  of  e'luc':)tional 
efforts  and  organization  v/i.thin  each  irbatc  be  established. 

To  offoctuato  this  recomm.endation,  the  conferees  agreed 
that  repr jsentatives  of  groups  concerned  vfith  the  objectives, 
adm.inistration,  and  educational  phases  of  tho  OPA  egg  and 
poultry  price  ceiling  orders  and  the  FDA  egg  and  poultry 
orders  and  inspection  and  grading  ser^/ic.-.s  be  invited  to 
a  meeting  to  be  held  in  er;ch  state.     The  purpose  of  t?.e 
state  m,e.5ting  v/ould  be  to  plan  c  coordina.ted  educrt ional 
program  that  would  be  directed  to  producers,  handlers  and 
.    consumers  of  t' ajse  products;  and  at;  a  result  of  this  planning 
r ortf  erv.-nco  s-^ijps  vrould  b  .:  taken  t->  c  '.rry  ont  such  an 
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jducgtion'-.'.l  ^'ro^rcm  in  zcch  st.-r.tj.  Th:.)  FDa  was  asked  to  tcJcc 
tho  1  jr.d  in  callin":  such  muotinjis .
